“Such n condition cou'd not exist In
Penneylvanls,” sald Judge MacNollle, of
the Juvenile Court, an authority on mat-
térs In conneotlion with minors. “'A young
girl, necused of murder In the first degree,
might be tried in the Juvenils Court.
However, the Distriot Attorney would
have the privilege of having the case
trunsferred Lo the Criminal Court. I be-
lieye thit w person, juvenile ns well ns
adult, aceused of premeditated murder,
should have' a trial by Jury, for the zake
of the defendant an well ay of the State

spornonully,” added Judge MncNeills, "I
should refuse to try a child for first de-
gree murder in my court I should insist
on a trinl by jury. I have never had a
case In uny way simllar to that of Kath-
arine Harrison, but T have tried children
who, by accident, have been the means
of killing their comrades while at play.**

The Texas Distriet Court, according to
dispatches, cannot deal with tha giri-brids,
becausa she ls a juvenile. The Juvenile
Coprt cannot deal with her Lecause the
Texas law for juveniles spplles to males
only,
